Columbia Not Through 


“Our present lease has 3 more years to 
run. We'll be in business here for at least 
that long.” Mrs. Tad Legere, co-owner of 
the Columbia, S. C.. training stables told 
our Bill Rone. 

Mrs. Legere was attempting to quiet 
rumors that Columbia was finished as a 
training center. Rone’s note to us said, 
“Printed stories about a proposed civic 
center at the state fair grounds, where 
the training track is located, have appar- 
ently been misinterpreted. Even if this 
project goes through. the City of Columbia 
promises to build a completely new Thor- 
oughbred facility.” 

“We will definitely be at the fair 
grounds next winter.” Mrs. Legere told 
him. “Reservations have already been 
made by Cain Hoy. Brookfield Farms. and 
Max Hirsch. And we have assurances from 
the city that there will be no lapse in the 
availability of training facilities here even 
if they carry out the civic center project.” 


No Horse Sense 


To the voices which have been raised 
against a proposed plan to provide off- 
track betting on credit in New York City, 
add that of columnist Inez Robb: 

“You live in New York and, by golly. 
you get case-hardened to almost any kind 
of witless folly and rascality in municipal 
government. But some kind of new Ever- 


est, crawling with abominable snow 4feb} 
men, has been achieved by the city pro- 
posal to help support itself with off-track 
betting via credit card. 

“A mayor of any other American city 
who would sponsor an idea so outrageous 
and amoral would be recalled. But New 
Yorkers love the shoddy in City Hall, or 
else they wouldn’t put so much of it down 
there.” 

Miss Robb said she enjoyed racing, and 
she especially liked to see the horses in 
the paddock before a race, “but I never 
cottoned to the people who make a career 
of following the races.” She once had a 
“oreat idea” for the Fish and Wildlife 
Bureau of the Department of the Interior. 
“T wanted it to band the peculiar female 
race track redheads who frequent Hialeah 
and make a study of their migratory 
habits.” 

She said, “This new plan to raise mun- 
icipal revenues lacks heart, humanity, and 
decency. Not to mention horse sense.”

Fifth Money? Sixth Money? 


Recently there issued from the New 
Jersey division of the Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association a request. 
directed first to the attention of the racing 
commission, that tracks in the state insti- 
tute a policy of paying a part of each 
purse to the owner of the horse which 
finished in fifth place. We did not see the 
full text of the argument presented, but 
the essence of it appeared to be that 
fifth money would be useful for paying 
shipping costs and other expenses. 

The recommendations of an HBPA divi- 
must be heard and_ considered 
thoughtfully since they represent the con- 
sensus of a membership with first-hand 
knowledge and primary interest. The 
horsemen benefit from wise policies, and 
by corollary they are placed at a disad- 
vantage by unwise policies. Now they 
appear to have reached the conclusion that 
owners and trainers, as groups, would fare 
better with purses divided into 5 portions 
than they now do with purses limited to 
first. second, third. and fourth money. 
There is no assumption that the total 
would be greater. The assumption is that 
greater benefit would accrue from wider 
distribution.

This statement of suggested policy ap- 
pears to have been cut from the cloth 
which the greater part of American think- 
ing now wears. One of the prevailing 
trends in our culture, if we accept the 
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analysis made by some of our uneasy 
young critics, is toward the feeling that 
life in these states has settled into a com- 
fortable routine, never to be disturbed by 
the insistent bill collector, and_ that, 
whether we behave prudently or not, it 
will not let us down—it being the business 
system, the Government, capitalism, or 
something equally vague and equally inde- 
pendent of our own decisions. Could it 
be that the request for fifth money is 
a symptom that even the racetracker is 
becoming infected with the feeling that 
nearly everybody can prosper in this re- 
vised world and that the few who don’t 
should be taken care of by making revi- 
sions in the system? 

Lacking a team of social scientists to 
study the question, we are in no position 
to argue the question yea or nay. We are 
inclined to guess that the social pressures 
of suburbia are too remote from the back- 
stretch to influence the horsemen’s ideas 
strongly. The structure of racing admits no 
concept of security—except, of course, for 
those who take the commissions from the 
mutuel pools. Perhaps it would be simpler 
to guess that the request for fifth money 
is a reflection of the opinion, held by 
many horsemen, that too much of the 
total wealth of racing is being expended 
in the form of purses so huge that they 
represent ostentation more than merit and 
competitive pressure more than concern 
for the most effective structure of the 
sport. 


Whatever the motivation, it seems un- 
likely that allocation of a part of the 
purse to the horse in fifth place would 
leave either racing or the horsemen in 
better state. The amount distributed would 
not be greater in the aggregate, and every 
slight gain achieved by a horse finishing 
fifth would be offset by a slight loss to 
the presumably better horses finishing 
ahead of him. The essence of racing is 
competition. It seems wholly unlikely that 
fifth money would allow a larger number 
of competitors to survive; and if it did, 
then we would have compounded a pro- 
blem which is already with us, for there 
will always be “too many horses.” Cer- 
tainly, the payment of fifth money would 
not be construed as an effort to improve 
the breed. 

A sensible horseman of our acquaint- 
ance, confronted some years ago with a 
proposal for “spreading the wealth” in 
purses, observed that he “would rather see 
the winner get it all,” since it was the 
winner which gathered all the penalties, 
making it more difficult for him to win 
again. 

It may be, of course, that we are simply 
out of step with the times, an old fogy, as 
we used to call the old fogies who were 
out of step with us when we were younger 
and more positive. But our recommenda- 
tion is that the temptation to pay for a 
horse finishing fifth, or sixth or seventh, 
should be put aside.

HALLANDALE. “I’m gonna sit up on the 
grandstand roof.” said trainer Jimmy 
Rowe, “and if the boy has my _ horse 
better than fifth at the five-sixteenths- 
pole I’m gonna blast him right out of 
the saddle.” 

Rowe was referring to Polylad, the fa- 
vorite in the $15,000 Fort Lauderdale 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park on April 9. 
Polylad’s race in the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap, in which he finished fifth to 
Bald Eagle, still disturbed him. 

A horse which always runs best from 
well off the pace, Polylad was hustled into 
second place at the break in the Gulf- 
stream Handicap. With Bob Ussery in the 
saddle, he chased On-and-On to the eighth- 
pole, then tired and finished out of the 
money. 

This time, Bill Hartack would ride him. 

“My horse has never been better.”” Rowe 
said. “I can’t see any reason why he 
won't gallop. Better Bee isn’t going and 
neither is *Babu. If the boy pays atten- 
tion to my instructions, everything will be 
all right.” 

Better Bee, assigned top weight of 122 
pounds, and *Babu, given 115, skipped 
the race because their trainers preferred 
to wait 7 days for the $25,000 Southern 
Cross Purse. 

Polylad’s main opposition figured to 
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come from Stratmat, Beauguerre. and 
*Captain Kidd II. The rest of the field 
consisted of Sabotage. Pineapple. *Pe- 
tare. and Trackdown. Beauguerre, a de- 
cisive winner in his only start over the 
track, had had only one race in 6 weeks. 

“Yeah. he’s a fresh horse. all right.” 
said trainer Joe Pierce, Jr. “If he runs 
back to some of his New Orleans races— 
or his one race here—he could win it.” 

“He strictly runs his own race.” Pierce 
said.

Apprentice rider Mickey Solomone 
hustled *Captain Kidd II to the lead 
shortly after the break, got the rail on 
the club house turn, and had a 2-length 
lead over Pineapple turning into the back- 
stretch. The leader suddenly zoomed to a 
4-length lead, and maintained it to the 
quarter-pole. Polylad was in fifth place to 
a point mid-way down the _ backstretch.

Fight for Control 


The board of directors of the Los 
Angeles Turf Club. which operates Santa 
Anita Park, last week removed Robert 
P. Strub from his position as vice presi- 
dent. accusing him of neglecting his 
regular duties in order to promote himself 
as successor to Gwynn Wilson, who a 
short time ago resigned as executive vice 
president and general manager. 

Before his removal. however, Strub had 
called a meeting of shareholders for 
April 28. His purpose was to form a 
new board of directors “more representa- 
tive of the shareholders themselves.” 


The present board on April 7 released 
to shareholders the following statement, 
signed by chairman Leigh M. Battson and 
Santa Anita president Reese H. Taylor: 


With regret, we inform you of recent 
developments relative to Los Angeles Turf 
Club, Inc. 

A short time ago. Mr. Gwynn Wilson, 
executive vice president, informed the 
board of directors of his intention to 
retire on October 31. 1960. as an active 


officer, but of his willingness to continue 
as a director. and to render substantial 
services as a consultant for at least an- 
other year. Mr. Robert P. Strub, who was 
serving as a vice president of the corpora- 
tion, but not as general manager, ex- 
pressed the desire to succeed Mr. Wilson. 
Without formal action. the board, on the 
recommendation of its senior officers, de- 
cided not to give that responsibility to 
Mr. Strub but to continue him as an of- 
ficer with other duties. 


This was not satisfactory to Mr. Strub. 
He has spent much time, which, in the 
opinion of the board should have been 
devoted to his duties as an officer of the 
corporation, in interviewing directors and 
shareholders with a view to becoming Mr. 
Wilson’s successor. With other sharehold- 
ers Mr. Strub today filed with the corp- 
oration a request or call for a special 
shareholders’ meeting for the considera- 
tion of the removal of directors pursuant 
to the provisions of Section 810 of the 
corporation code, and if such action is 
taken. to elect directors to fill the vacan- 
cies thereby created. As vice president of 
the corporation, he also filed with its 
secretary a notice fixing April 28, 1960, 
as the date of such meeting. If counsel 
for the corporation conclude, after exam- 
ination of these papers, that they are 
legally sufficient, a formal notice of the 
shareholders’ meeting will be given. 


We do not question the right of Mr. 
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Strub, as a shareholder, either alone or 
with others, to undertake a program of 
canvassing the shareholders with a view 
to reversing the directors’ conclusion that 
Mr. Strub is not to succeed Mr. Wilson. 
But for him to do so while he was a 
salaried officer of the corporation, with 
active, full-time duties, semed to the 
board of directors to present difficult prob- 
lems, not only with the corporation’s 
shareholders and the public but also with 
the morale of its employees, which could 
be avoided only by his ceasing such pro- 
gram or by ceasing to be such an officer. 

Mr. Strub was advised that this was 
the concensus of the directors and was 
given, at his request, several days’ time 
to confer with persons he referred to as 
his advisers in order to determine wheth- 
er he would cease such program and re- 
sume his normal duties or resign as vice 
president. He refused to do either. Ac- 
cordingly. the board requested Mr. Strub 
to resign as vice president. This he de- 
clined to do. The board then concluded 
that Mr. Strub should be removed as vice 
president, and this action was taken. Of 
course, he remains as a director. 

The board of directors will ask the 
support of the shareholders in its decision 
on this subject. In the meantime, the 
board recommends that if proxies for a 
meeting of shareholders are requested 
by Mr. Strub or other persons acting 
with him, shareholders withhold such 
proxies until they receive a further com- 
munication from the corporation. 


Strub’s Reply 


In his reply, Strub noted that, although 
his family owned 21 per cent of the Santa 
Anita stock, he was represented on the 
15-man board by only one director, and 
that the family with the second-largest 
holding had no representation. 

“This group has become dissatisfied 
with a variety of actions and policies of 
the board,” Strub said. “Among _ these 
has been the effort to shunt me out of 
management, an effort which culminated 
today in my removal as vice president. 
It is interesting to note that this action 
was taken by a bare majority of the 
whole board and by directors who in the 
aggregate own fewer shares of . . . stock 
than I do individually and only one- 
seventh of the shares owned by the 
Strub family alone. 

“The Strub family has been connected 
with Santa Anita since the track was 
established in 1934. In view of this and 
my 14 years of service at Santa Anita, 12 
years as a director, and my position as 
vice president, I consider my discharge 
as arbitrary and unwarranted.” 

He charged that a letter announcing his 
removal had been prepared in advance of 
the meeting at which he was fired. 

“My own status is not the only issue 
involved,” he said. “Another difference 
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of Fleurlea, by Bull Lea, foaled March 17 at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington. 


which I have had with the other directors 
—and which our group has had with the 
present management —has_ been their 
dividend policy. 

“At the shareholders’ meeting last De- 
cember, management announced _ that 
shareholders could not expect dividends 
for 2 years or more. Due, I believe en- 
tirely to the formation of our shareholders 
group and our action in calling a special 
meeting, the board today expressed the 
intention of declaring a dividend in June. 
subject. however, to a variety of condi- 


tions. This seems to be a_ last-minute 
effort to avoid shareholder dissatisfac- 
tion.” 


In a statement made public on April 8, 
the board of directors stated it intended 
to declare a dividend of $6 a share, total- 
ing about $450,000—‘“after the net 
profits for the 6-month period ending 
April 30 next have been ascertained, if 
such net profits approximate the com- 


pany’s present estimate.” It also was 
stated that the Turf Club had authorized 
the filing of an application to list the 
company’s outstanding stock with the 
Pacific Coast Stock Exchange.

Keeneland’s 13-day spring meeting 
opened on a chilly Saturday. April 9, be- 
fore 9.089 paying customers who were 
treated to some extraordinarily good 
racing. 

The Phoenix Handicap. America’s old- 
est stakes race, attracted 8 older horses. 
including Fred W. Hooper’s favored AI- 
hambra. The winner was Mrs. Lloyd P. 
Tate’s 4-year-old *Royal Charger colt 
Court Affair, which took command early 
in the stretch and was not seriously threat- 
ened by the late charge of Claiborne 
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Farm’s Dunce. Trained by Lloyd Tate. 
husband of the owner, Court Affair was 
making his first start since last June. 
and he paid $66.40, the highest price of 
the day. It was the first stakes attempt 
for the winner, a $26,000 Keeneland sales 
yearling bred by John W. Hanes and 
Leslie Combs II. 


Though the Phoenix was the feature 
race of the opening day. the next race on 
the card, the 6-furlong Marchmont Purse. 
was perhaps the most interesting. It was 
run one-fifth of a second faster than the 
Phoenix, and the winner was Cain Hoy 
Stable’s 3-year-old colt All Hands. carry- 
ing 122 pounds to a 5-length victory over 
Hoop Bound (118). followed by Lurullah. 
Bourbon Prince. El Zag. and 3. others. 
Earlier this year All Hands had finished 
second in the Everglades Stakes and third 
in the Bahamas. 


Calumet Farm’s Jimmy Jones sent out 2 
3-year-old daughters of Sun Again and 
won 2 races. Sun Glint, out of Diamond 
Tear. by Count Fleet. won a 6-furlong 
event for 3-year-old maiden fillies. de- 
feating 11 rivals quite impressively, and 
Prince’s Gate, a winner twice this winter 
at Hialeah Park. won by a_half-length 
from Louis Lee Haggin II’s Tingle. which 
appeared a trifle short in her first start 
of the season after wintering at Aiken.

Wimpy’s 
ascension to imperishable eminence in the 
association’s records resulted from his 
winning the Grand Champion Stallion 
Award at the 1941 Fort Worth Exposition 
and Fat Stock Show. 

The registry of the American Quarter 
Horse Association now lists more than 
175.000 individuals representing every 
state in the nation, Canada, Mexico and 
21 nations overseas. Membership in the 
16,000 men and

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The rapid growth of the breed’s regis- 
try. which has added between 15.000 and 
20.000 names annually over the last 5 
years. is heartening to those who breed 
Quarter Horses for the market. racing 
men, cutting-horse enthusiasts. and the 
increasing numbers who own and ride and 
show Quarter Horses for pleasure. 

Aside from numbers. the popularity of 
the Quarter Horse is reflected in the 
cold. calculating atmosphere of the public 
euction. 

At the 57 reported auctions in 1959 a 
total of 2.275 Quarter Horses brought 
$4.139.434, for an average of $1.519. In 
38 auctions in 1957, 1,184 individuals 
averaged $1.005. and in the 53 auctions

in 1958. 3.112 head averaged $965. Thus 
the average in 1959 was up 58 per cent 
over the average in 1958. 

Among the top Quarter Horse auctions 
last year were those staged by the John 
L. Taylor estate at Chino. Calif., where 
51 head brought $296,100 to average 
$5.806: Pinehurst Ranch, Fort Worth, 29 
head for $139.400. average $4,806; Row- 
land Stanfield. Broken Arrow, Okla.. 
101 head for $406.011. average $4.002; 
Don Brokaw. San Juan Capistrano, Callif., 
53 head for $194.350. average $3.677; 
King Ranch, Kingsville, Texas. 25 head 
for $75,900, average $3.667; and Quincy 
Farms. Denver. 40 head for $121,025, 
average $3.025. 

At these auctions last year 18 mares 
each brought $10,000 or more and 9 stal- 
lions brought more than $10,000 each. 

Among top sales of stallions at  pri- 
vate treaty in 1959 were King Glo. sold by 
J. O. Hankins. Rocksprings. Texas. to 
Charles Boyd. Sweetwater, Texas, for 
$50.000, and Hug Bars. sold by Ed Thom- 
as. Lamar. Colo.. to M. R. Waters. La 
Junta, Colo.. for $42,000. 

The record price paid for a stallion at 
auction in 1959 was $53,000, which the 
Seven-Eleven Stock Farm, Glendoria, 
Calif... spent for Clabber’s Win at the 
Brokaw sale. John Longden reportedly is 
a share-holder in Clabber’s Win. The 
horse is said to be syndicated for $60.000. 

Record price for a mare last year was 
$20.200. paid by Art Pollard. Sonita. 
Ariz., for Miss Wonder Bar at the Stan- 
field auction. Two of the nation’s fore- 
most annual Quarter Horse auctions are 
those held in connection with the Na- 
tional Western Livestock Show at Denver 
and the Fort Worth Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show. Results of these auctions in 
recent years gave further evidence of the 
growing demand for good stock. At Den- 
ver in 1957, the 85 offerings averaged 
$810; in 1958 the 111 individuals aver- 
aged $1.256: and last year the 118 head 
averaged $1.470. On January 18. 90 head 
at Denver averaged $1.719. 

Another activity which illustrates the 
growing popularity of the breed is the 
number of shows sponsored by Quarter 
Horse people. In 1957 there were 354 
shows approved by the American Quarter 
Horse Association. In 1958, Quarter 
Horse enthusiasts in 36 states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and Canada held 482 
shows. In 1959 there were approximately 
600 shows throughout the nation and in 
Canada. 

Quarter Horse racing also has shown 
significant gains. A new record was set 
in 1959, when 1.738 recognized Quarter 
Horse races were run on various tracks.

Quarter Horse racing in Florida and 
Idaho and short races returned to Denver’s 
Centennial Park. Sunland Park opened in 
New Mexico with a combined Quarter 
Horse-Thoroughbred meeting. 

Florida’s first short races were held at 
Ponce de Leon Raceway. This was a 
combination Quarter Horse-Standardbred 
meeting which ran from February 20 
through April 11. Though troubled by 
inclement weather, in addition to prob- 
lems which beset every new track, Ponce 
de Leon’s opening proved that there was 
a place for Quarter Horse racing in that 
state. 

Hoping to avoid some bad weather, 
Ponce de Leon switched to opening on 
December 4. 1959, and continued through 
January 30, 1960. There now is a_pos- 
sibility of a Quarter Horse race meet 
near Orlando this year. This would help 
the sport by giving Quarter Horses more 
of a “circuit” in Florida. 

Gaining in interest each year are the 
sports of amateur and professional rodeo- 
ing and cutting contests. Where cham- 
pionships are in the making, often with 
big money riding on the outcome, the 
men who win them are aboard Quarter 
Horses. 

Still another vast. virtually untapped 
market for Quarter Horses is found in 
the 4-H Club and Future Farmers of 
America groups engaged in state-support- 
ed light horse projects. A recent survey 
showed that thousands of boys and girls 
in both urban and rural areas are mem- 
bers of light horse projects, with many 
already owning and caring for registered 
Quarter Horses. 

This phenomenal interest and the 
increasing number of Quarter Horses has 
given birth to new industries to serve the 
breed and the persons identified with it. 
Manufacturers of medicines. clothing. 
saddles, bridles, spurs, trailers, stalls, and 
related products have sprung in 
various parts of the country. Horse 
magazines with international circulation 
devote careful attention to these horses 
and to the men and women and children 
who own and use them. 

The Quarter Horse has been described 
as the oldest and the youngest breed of 
horses in America. Early in his develop- 
ment he was crossed with the Thorough- 
bred by persons primarily interested in 
speed. The foundation of the American 
Quarter Horse was in the Arabs, Barbs, 
and Turks brought to the New World by 
Conquistadores and Spanish explorers and 
traders. These horses were of 2 strains 
or types —the Choctaw from Florida and 
the Chickasaw from the Southwestern 
Plains. Both strains were of superior 
Oriental ancestry. In 1620 a band of 20 
mares arrived in the Colonies from Eng- 
land. These mares were crossed with 
Chickasaw and Choctaw stallions to pro- 
duce a heavily muscled, compact animal 
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which could run a short distance faster 
than any other breed. In time, the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred was crossed with the 
early Quarter Horse, helping to establish 
what now is recognized as the modern 
Quarter Horse. 

The modern Quarter Horse has been de- 
scribed as a “middle of the road” horse 
—neither too big nor too small. neither 
too fat nor too lean; neither the “bull 
dog” type nor delicate and nervous. He 
proved adaptable to working cattle on the 
range, racing, cutting, rodeoing. showing 
and riding Western style. 

The Quarter Horse is a utilitarian ani- 
mal. He is fast; he has no equal as a 
cutting horse, roping horse. cow horse or 
general purpose ranch horse; he is hardy, 
easily cared for, with a placid disposition 
that makes him relatively easy to train 
for most jobs; he is an ideal mount for 
inexperienced riders and youngsters. 

Late in the Colonial era, as circular 
race tracks came into existence, Turf fans 
turned to distance racing, and the Quar- 
ter Horse was cast aside and forced to 
seek his own destiny elsewhere. With a 
continent to be conquered and settled, he 
pulled the plows. wagons. and buggies 
of pioneers; went up the trails with cattle 
herds to pasture and to market. 

The Quarter Horse was well established 


in Texas by the 1880’s. Prior to and im- 
mediately after Oklahoma statehood he 
was the means of livelihood and com- 
munication. Trail herds spread his prog- 
eny farther west and north into Colorado. 
Montana, Wyoming. and beyond the Ca- 
nadian border. 

After a registry was established for the 
Quarter Horse. his fame and numbers 
spread beyond the Southwest, where he 
had been used and bred more carefully 
than in any other locality. It was from 
the Southwest that many of the great 
stallions and dams went forth to spread 
their increase. The Southwest still re- 
mains the fountainhead of the great 
breeding bands, and their influence con- 
tinues to be noted in distant fields. 

Association officials are pleased to note 
the increasing registrations of the breed 
along the East Coast—Jin the area of 
the original 13 colonies, where trail rides 
and horse shows have been popular for 
many generations. It is axiomatic, then, 
that the Quarter Horse is returning home, 
to the site of his origin. 

It is doubtful if any breed organiza- 
tion has enjoyed more growth and success 
than the American Quarter Horse <Asso- 
ciation. The need for an organization to 
represent the people who bred. raced. and 
used the Quarter Horse had long been 
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recognized, but it was not until 1939, 
during the Southwestern Exposition and 
Fat Stock Show at Fort Worth, that in- 
formal discussions began to take form. At 
a subsequent meeting at the Fort Worth 
club in 1940 approximately 75 persons 
from points throughout the Southwest 
established a permanent organization. 
Stock to finance the fledgling association 
was sold within moments to 33 breeders in 
6 states and Mexico. 

The organizers envisioned the establish- 
ment of the quarter running-stock horse 
as an official breed. perpetuated by an 
organization that would serve through all 
time as a guardian of accurate breeding. 
show. and performance records. From this 
organization also would come stimulation 
of interest in the history of the Quarter 
Horse—his past achievements and current 
and future accomplishments in all uses 
for which he is so inherently adapted. 

The task these men faced in perfecting 
an organization and weaving together the 
pedigrees and bloodlines was formidable, 
for the system involved tracing the history 
of the animal through 3 centuries of in- 
numerable individuals. The work they 
began, however, resulted in an_ official 
record available to all concerned. 

Following World War II. a second Quar- 
ter Horse organization was formed. This 
was called the National Quarter Horse 
Association, a separate and distinct or- 
ganization from the American. The Na- 
tional. which did not believe in inspection 
of individual animals and relied entirely 
on blood lines, was absorbed by the 
American in 1948. 

The American Quarter Horse Associa- 
tion today has 92 full-time employees in 
its large building in Amarillo, Texas. 
Eight inspectors last year drove almost a 
half-million miles throughout the contin- 
ental United States, Canada, and Mexico. 
looking at horses for possible registration. 
To be registered an individual has to meet 
conformation standards as well as blood- 
line requirements. 

The Quarter Horse Journal, the associa- 
tion’s monthly magazine, is housed in a 
recently purchased and enlarged building 
specially designed for it. 

The association’s racing division pub- 
lishes the Quarter Running Horse Chart 
Book, a quarter horseman’s record of 
racing information. The chart book con- 
tains complete results of every recognized 
race, a summary of each month’s racing, 
leading breeders, sires, dams, broodmare 
sires, leading money-earning stables, lead- 
ing trainers and jockeys, world and track 
records. 

The administrative offices are hand- 
somely equipped with the latest I.B.M. 
machines and other labor-saving book- 
keeping paraphernalia. The office is di- 
vided into departments of registration, 
transfer, accounting. and performance. In 
addition to listing all registration records, 
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the association keeps records of all shows, 
race meetings and cutting contests. In the 
official handbook are the rules for halter 
shows and performance contests, rules and 
regulations governing registration, trans- 
fers. breeding certificates, and other 
mandatory procedures. 

The association staffs auctions, shows 
and race meets. and other functions. Some 
staff members are assigned chiefly to 
answering inquiries about the breed and 
in mailing printed information about the 
Quarter Horse and the association. 

Judging clinics are held annually at 


various state colleges. where Quarter 
Horse enthusiasts receive instruction on 


conformation and showmanship under di- 
rection of authorities. These free clinics 
are staged by the association in co-oper- 
ation with the animal husbandry depart- 
ments of the state colleges. The clinics are 
proving popular, for thousands of persons 
have attended those held within the last 
3 years. Horses for the clinics are sup- 
plied by the and by nearby 
breeders. 

The association maintains a large num- 
ber of sound and color motion picture 
films on Quarter Horse conformation, cut- 
ting, roping. reining, halter work, show- 
ing. conformation, and points to be con- 
sidered in judging. The demand for these 
films is so great that all prints are re- 
served months in advance.

Progress in Stallion Fertility 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association has announced the termina- 
tion of its financial support of stallion- 
fertility research conducted at Lexington 
the past 4 years by Dr. Fritz M. Haag. 
of the Southwest Foundation for Re- 
search and Education. 


The announcement. along with a prog- 
ress report by Dr. Haag. was submitted 
to ATBA executives by field secretary 
Alex Bower. who reported that the 
ATBA’s support had totaled $28.500— 
grants of $10,000 each on February 18. 
1957, and January 28, 1958, and a final 
allotment of $8.500 on March 31, 1959. 


A detailed report of Dr. Haag’s work 
was given in The Blood-Horse of July 7 
1956. A summary of his progress is given 
below. 


The attached progress report covers the 
work at the Sterility Research Station for 
1958-59. The American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association started their support 
of this work in 1957. The initial project 
was instituted late in 1953 at the South- 
west Foundation for Research and Educa- 
tion laboratory in San Antonio, Texas, 
on evidence that the seminal fluid might 
have an effect on the fertility of certain 
stallions. Seminal fluid from different 
horses varied widely in their ability to 
support and sustain spermatozoa, and this 
varied inversely with the sulfhydryl con- 
tent of the seminal fluid. In 1955 and 
1956 an inverse correlation was establish- 
ed between sulfhydryl content and preg- 
nancy rate. Ergothionene was found to be 
the main component of the S H com- 
pounds. but it was thought there were 
others in the seminal fluid. As ergothio- 
nene acts as a depressant of the thyroid 
gland, studies along these lines were sug- 
gested. 

Under the sponsorship of ATBA the 
following studies were made from 1957 
to 1959: 

1. Statistical evaluation of semen and 
pregnancy rate. 

2. Short test method for semen in breed- 
ing shed. 

3. Identification of silver binding ma- 
terials in semen and investigation of what 
causes high sulfhydryl content. 

4. Metabolism studies of horse sperm, 
comparing low S H and high S H semen. 

5. Nutritional study of semen and pos- 
sible use of nutritive additives to the 
semen. 


Statistical Evaluation 


For three years, 1956-57-58, the corre- 
lation between S H content and pregnancy 
rate was borne out with a 38 per cent 
pregnancy rate on good samples and an

It’s no secret —

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18 per cent rate on poor samples. In 1957 
the over-all pregnancy rate was relatively 
poor, and this was attributed to a mare 
factor since the S H percentages in the 
seminal fluids compared about the same 
as in the previous year. 

In a further study of “dismount” sam- 
ples as related to resulting pregnancies, 
several findings were made that will be of 
use to stallion managers and veterinarians. 
There was no significance in the sperm 
count to pregnancy rate in such samples. 
but there were 4 criteria which correlated 
nicely with semen fertility potential: per- 
centage of active cells, type of motility 
(the cells should swim in a progressively 
forward motion), percentage of abnormal 
cells, seminal fluid S H content. 

A method was worked out for the rapid 
determination of the approximate sperm 
concentration with the use of a spectro- 
photometer. 

The Short Test 


A method and means were developed 
for the quick evaluation of semen quality 
for use in the breeding shed. Several kits 
were made and used for 2 years. These 
were reasonably successful, but not suf- 
ficiently accurate to make them practical. 
By using a photoelectric cell, instead of 
visual reading, the test was accurate 
enough, but these were expensive, which, 
with the problem of running the tests 
during the busy part of the season, made 
their use economically impractical under 
existing operating conditions. 

Silver-Binding Materials 


Ergothionene is known to be the main 
component of the non-protein sulfhydryl 
compounds in the seminal fluid. However, 
other S H substances are present and seem 
to appear in higher concentrations only in 
stallions which show a total high S H titre. 
The National Institute of Health made a 
grant (1958) for a chemist to investigate 
this phase, but to date it has not been 
possible to hire such an individual. 

The difference in concentration of car- 
bohydrates was measured along with 
sperm concentration and S H titres of the 
seminal fluid. No significant correlation 
was found. 

During routine semen collections it was 
noticed that samples from high S H_ indi- 
viduals frequently developed a_ peculiar 
foul odor after standing at room tempera- 
ture whereas others did not. Samples of 
semen were cultured and 2 types of micro- 
organisms were found only in samples 
from animals showing a high S H titre. 
These microorganisms were unable to 
synthesize sulfhydryl substances from 
autoclaved seminal fluid. 

The fact remains that microorganisms 
may be important, but how and why re- 
mains unknown and will require further 
expensive research.

sible to obtain an index of sperm viability. 
This was used to study hormone treatment 
of the semen and the horse, and nutrition- 
al treatment of the sperm. 

Since ergothionene acts as a depressant 
of the thyroid gland. sperm cells from 
horses of high, medium, and low S H were 
suspended with a Ringer phosphate solu- 
tion containing thyroxin and dextrose. The 
high S H samples showed a marked in- 
third hours. as compared to their own 
seminal fluid. Two high S H horses were 
put on a course of increasing doses of 
iodinized casein (synthetic thyroxin) with 
the same results as the semen tests. 


A mixed preparation of synthetic thy- 
roxin, vitamins. and proteins (Fertilene) 
was given a known “shy breeder” with a 
consistently high S H level in his semen. 
Oxygen consumption of his spermatozoa 
was increased by 68 per cent. Several stal- 
lions in stud were treated in this manner 
in 1958 and 1959 with satisfactory results. 
This method of therapy has been suffi- 
ciently tested in the field to prove its 
value. Further knowledge of the thyroid 
normals in the horse would better indi- 
cate where it can be most effective. Fert- 
ilene can be obtained by veterinarians only 
from the Blue Grass Supply Company. 
Inc., Lexington, Ky. The data from the 


Warburg tests will be published in one 
of the veterinary journals. 

From the metabolism work it was learn- 
ed that horse spermatozoa responds well 
to additional glucose in the seminal fluid. 
It seemed possible to fortify the dismount 
samples used in impregnation provided 
no infection would be introduced. 

Several antibiotics were studied for their 
effect upon spermatozoa metabolism and 
motility in various concentrations. A num- 
ber proved spermicidal, but a combina- 
tion of penicillin and streptomycin gave 
excellent results. With the knowledge that 
there were no harmful effects on the 
sperm and with oxygen uptake and motil- 
ity increased when treated with the sub- 
strate, later in the 1958 season 25 mares 
were impregnated with fortified dismount 
samples. Twelve of these mares became 
pregnant from these covers, an unusually 
high percentage, particularly for the late 
part of the season. 

In 1959 2 stallions were selected where 
it was thought this substrate might be 
helpful. In one case there was no effect; 
in the other the substrate addition im- 
proved the pregnancy rate. It could not 
be determined why one horse should have 
been helped and the second not. but it 
was shown that the substrate does not have 
a harmful effect and can be helpful. 


Further field testing is necessary for 


this procedure before it can be fully eval- 
uated. The necessary laboratory tests have 
been carried out so the field testing can 
go on. Carbohydrate content of seminal 
fluid varies; the minimum required for 
adequate maintenance of motility is not 
known. Semen with an adequate supply of 
carbohydrates will not be improved by 
supplement. 


In a total of 6 years’ work with seminal 
fluid of stallions, a definite correlation 
between the quality of the fluid and preg- 
nancy rate was confirmed each year. This 
seems to involve the non-protein sulfhydryl 
content, particularly ergothionene, but it 
is known that other factors are involved. 
It will take further investigation. 


From this work we are now able to test, 
classify, and treat certain subfertile stal- 
lions. If a horse shows the characteristics 
of high S H levels in his seminal fluid 
and perhaps shows signs of hypothyroid- 
ism (but not necessarily to a clinically 
recognizable extent), he can be treated, 
the degree of success depending largely 
upon the pretreatment condition of the 
stallion. 


An antibiotic semen substrate increases 
the activity of stallion spermatozoa of 
certain individuals by addition of dis- 
mount samples. When used with impreg- 
nation, this shows promise of beneficial 
effects in increasing the pregnancy rates.
